V IE N N A , July 2 7 — Panic sw ept the Austrian govern 
m ent offices today as reports reached the Chancellory that a 
new Nazi “ putsch” w as under way. 
I his tim e it was reported 
the Nazis were disguised as m em bers of the I leim we hr. 
Your correspondent w as in the Chancellory offices as 
the alarm cam e. H e w as preparing to enter ( hancellor Doh 
fu ss’s former w orkroom w here the Chancellor met his death. 
A high officer of the arm y ran past A u stria’s officials with 
w h o m w e w ere speaking, w en t into another room, conferred 
with another official and cam e out trem bling like a leaf. 
“ M y G od, the Nazis are com ing again; this time they art 
dressed in I leim wehr uniform s.’ 
The great doors of the Chancellory were slam m ed shut 
guards and police took their posts at ev ery window . All en 
trances to the building w ere closed. 
From a barracks a truckload of troops dashed through 
the streets of V ien n a while the populace rushed about in 
alarm. 
It is not yet k n ow n whether the reported new “putsch” 
is general or a m ere scare.
